or Antichrift, caufeth to repair thé after they wer almoft a- 
bolifhed,and that he did confirm & approoue them of new, 
asin the next propofition is declared . Secodly, this marke,

28. PROPOSITION. 


The 'mage of the Beah , is thefe degenerate Princes,thasin 
name onely were called Romane Emperours,and were nti 
ther Romans of blood, nor Emperours of Magnanimitie. 


a npon great ten-horned beaft,is the Romane Empire 
a2 (by the 24 propofition and (by the former propofition) 
this Image, isthe image of that Empyre , and(by the text) 
this Image muf haue a fpirite, and muft {peake as the Anti- 
chrift in{pires him. What els can this liuely and {peaking I- 
mage then be, but a man?yea, even fuch a man, as doeth re- 
prelent and beare the figure of that Romane Empyre i and 

theres 
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therefore (as faith the text ) doe all men worfhip and reve- 
rence him. This image then is of two forts, the one wer thefe 
vnworthie Emperors(not of the auncient blood of Romanes) 
in whome the empyre did decay. Of thefe there were in the 
daies of this firft Viall, as is faide in the difcourfe of the for- 
mer propofition : the laft of thefe were extinguifhed by the 
Hannes ,Gotthes & Vandalles. The other fort were the new Em- 
perours, called the Emperours of Germanes and Romanes, of 
whome Charlemaigne was the firft. Thefe alfo were but a fi- 
gure of the firft oldempyre,and were but onely Rossane Ew- 

eroursin name, and neither of their auncient blood, neither 

aving fuch authoritie as they. Thefe did the Pope crowne & 
inaugurateas Emperours, or rather as images ofthe firfte 
empyre.Thefe in{pyred hee with the fpirit of his errours,and 
made them to {peake as he willed them,and then confirmed 
he their Empyre, and proclaimed them Emperonrs, and cau- 
fed all men to reverence them, as itis faid in the*text,So then 4P°°:73: 
for conclufion, all the properties of the beafts image, agree 
fo fitlie with thefe degenerate Emperours , both ofthe firft 
fore and Jatt fort(which neither were Romanes of blood, nei- 
ther Emperonrs in effe&)that we can cal non other,than them 
to be the Images of the ten horned Bea, or Romane and La~ 
tin EMpyre. 

29 PROPOSTION. 

The name of the beaft expreffed by the anmber of 666,(cap.r3)

Moen having miftaken this text,haue judged this num- 
V Aber to bethe number of the Antichriftes name in pare 
ticular, as ifit were the number of the fecond Beaftes name, 
which we hane proued by the 27.propofitid to be of the firk 
beafts name.Here then fay we, that name is areyog for thele 
reafons.Firft,becaus the name of the beak is proved (by the 
faid 27 propofitio)to be the name of the ten-horned Romare 
bea/t or Latyne empyre in generall, and not ofthe Antichrift 
onefie, and fo it mufte either bee Romanus or Latinas, but of 
thefe two, Latinus is the eldeft ftyle: for King Latinas (from 
whome that people were called Latins, and their an 
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called Latium) was long before King Rorsulus, of whome the 
Citie was called Rgme,and the people therof Romanes, See 
condlie, it muft bee the number ofa mans name (faieth the 
text) fois Latmusthe name ofaman, even the name of one 
oftheir firft Kinges.Thirdlie, forafmuch as the Greefans had 
acuftome in their myfteries and Oracles; to obferue the 
number of names, as ye fhall finde in diuers parts of Sibylla: 
Andas in that countrey,the name of the flood Nenog is cele 
brated as holie, becaufe it containeth the number of the 
daies of the yeare,3 65 ,a8 Carton teftificch,chro.4b.4. wher he 
defcribeth the Cattesand Hefés. Therfore,S. lohn(obferving 
the cuftome of them to whome hee writeth) faieth*chatthe 
number of the Beaft,or rather(as he termed it in the former 
17.ver{.) the number of the Beafts name, is 666. And euen 
foit is, thatAaresvos contained the numberof 666. Fora is 
30, ais. Tis 300. 8is 5. tis 10. ViS 50. ois 70.and 1S 200. 
which altogether make fixe hundred three {core and fixe. 
Therefore Aarewog is the verie name of the Beafte, meaned 
by the faid number. And for better confirmation of this 
forme ofinterpretation, /reneus Martyr (who was Difciple 
to Polycarpus i Difciple of Saint Iohn ) about the ende of 
the fitt booke de bare/ibus, approoucth this manner of intere 
pretation, faying: Et teffimoninm perbibentibss his, qui facicad 
faciem viderunt Iohannem, G ratione docentibus , quontam numea 
rus nominis Beflia, fecundum Grecorum computationem, per lite 
ras quasn co funt fèxcentos habebit & fexaginta fex ec. Andthefè 
bearing tefirmonie, that face to face bane feene faint [ohn , and by rea 
forteaching, how that the number of the bealtes name, doth contain 
(ix bundred threecore and fixe after the Gracians reckoning, by she 
letters that are therein, And thus far faieth he generallie, cona 
cerning the maner how this text fhall be interpreted, as 4p- 
pearinglie hee had hiswarrant, received mouth by mouth 
trom SaintIohn. Butas to the particular names, although 
he reckoneth out Aazsiv0s, with other of his owne conceptia 
on.yet becaufe he had nat fuch particular warrant mouth by 
mouth thercof,he leaues off co Ipeak dererminately thereots 
But by the enéc now fallenout, we may more cone 
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this fame.For conclufion, feeing by the 24.Propofition, the 
firft great ten-horned beatt is the Roman Empire,wherof(by 
the 27,propofitia) the number of his nameis the number of 
666.and that(by the text)the fame muft be the number of a 
mans name : thexetare, this number of 666. cannot bee 
yeares,as fome do interpreteit,not aprene for apyguar which 
-is to denie, nor exuryorailadxa, neither Dre lux: becaufe ale 
though thefecontainethe number of 666: yet thefe be ney- 
ther the names ofa man,neither the names Of the Latine or 
Romain Empire,as is proued, that the name of the faid num 
ber oght to be. Alfo this nameis neither ttilay nor mabueTic, 
becaufe although they both anfwer the faid number,as like- 
wife arethe names of aman or mafculine, yetare they not 
the names of the firk beaft,or Romane Empire. And therfore 
that name neceflarilie muft be Axrewog, as beeing not onelic 
the name ofa man, but alfo the proper name of the firfte 
beafte: as thirdlie containing in it the faid number 666. 
conforme tothe three properties and tokens therof, war- 
ranted by the text. 
30 PROPOSITION. 

Themarke of the Romane beafte, is that invifible professor. of 

fernitudeand obedience, that his fubiettes hath rofefed to 

bis Empire fince the firft beginning therof noted afterward 

by she Pope,with diners vifible markes. 


"N the ninth cap.of Ezechrel,it is faid, that the Angel mar- 
Thea Gods Elec within Tersfalem , with a marke on their psech 
fore-heads:the like is faid in the Rgaelat. yet in no hyftorie om 
of thefe daies is it heard that anie {uch vifible marke was fet , 
vpon thefaithfull: wherethrowe that marke mutt of necef. “P°7-3-4 
fitie mean nothing els, but that profefsion of fervice and o- 
bedience towatdes God , which with bolde faces wee ad- 
vouch as conftantlie & openlie, as if we were vifiblie marked 
therwith.And femblably,on the contrary part,this marke of 
the Romane beaftor Latine Empire, is nothing els,but that 
profefied fervitude, obediéce, confederacie or concurrence, 
which the fubjectes thereof haue avouched to obferue ther- 
ynto,And for confirmation Sle is faid in the Revel. that s., 14.4 
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the daies of the firn val, therefell a greate plague on them 
thatreceived the beafts marke, & worthipped his Image: but 
at that time, (which was betwixt the yearc of God 71. and 
316)there was no vifible marke, thatcan be attribnted vnto 
them of that cmpyre,nor any difference beowixt them & the 
enemies of the empyre, but onelie their foirfaid profefsion, 
which ther{oredoubrles mnft be called in that text the mark 
of the empyre. But as to the fecond part of this propofition, 
how foone the Antichrift, that two-horned Beaft came, hee 
caufed all men to receiue a mark, which the text defcribes fo 
fpecially with fuch notes,as it muft needs be a more notable 
and vifible mark,nor the fimple profefsion onlie;for the for- 
met mark of fimple profefsion,is but fimply called the mark 
of the beat, (Rewel.16) but the marks that fell in the time of 
the Antichrift , are not only faid to be marked in their fore- 
heades or right hands: butalfo, the farme and fhape of tha 
mark is exprefled by the text, where the fame mark is faid to 
be, the mark of the Beafts name or number tharof: as ifhe would 
fay there are markes taken out of the beafts name, or rather 
number thereof, which all his fubjectes fhall beare or weare 
fometitnes on their fore-heades, fometimes in their handes: 
which, what they be, followeth in the next propofition. 


31. PROPOSITION. 


Thevifible markes ofthe beat, are the abufed characters of 
xos and croffes of all kindcs , taken ont of the number of she 
frf beafls name, 


Hefe vifible marks, whatfoeuer they be, haue fiue notes 

or tokens afsigned by the text to know them by. Firft, 
they are called the marks ofthe Beaft ,Renel.13. 17, and 14.96 
that is to fay, marks of the firft and great Romane beaft, as is 
proued by 27,Propofition. Secondly, and more efpecially the 
ar called marks ofthat Beaffs name, Reu. 14:11. Thirdly, mo 
efpecially of all,they are called the markes of the numberof 
thar beafts name,in thefe wordes, Reuel.15. 2, Audthefe whe 
obtained vitlorse of the beafle, and of bis Image , and of bis mane 
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9F the number of his name, worde by word out of the originali 
greek: And fothis vi&ory is not {poken of his mark, (and )of£ 
the number of his name,as fome tranflats,butof his mark of 
the number of his name; mening fo exprefly,that his mark, 
isa mark of the number of his name : that is to fay, is deri- 
ued or compoled of the number of his name,but the greeke 
number of his nameis, x2, as exprefly faith the text, Reuel 
13.18. Therfore,in thefe numeral letters és, ar thefe marks 
contained, and this wee haue very fpecially for the third to- 
ken. Fourthly,thefe markes muft be deuifed, injoyned, and 
appointed, by the fecond Beaftor Antichrift,as prooues the 
text,Revel, 13.16, Fiftly ,thefe marks muft be vniuerfall vp- 
onall men,tich and poore,free and bound,and that no man 
ue vie histraffike of merchandice,or lawful affaires,who 
had not receiued thefe marks, as teftifies the text. Rewel. 13. 
16.& 17.Then,vnto whatfocuct marks all thefe fine tokens 
do agree, the fame are the Antichriflian markes : But vnto 
the abu(ed chara@ers of x$ 5,and crofles of al kinds,doth al 
thefe fiue tokens agree: for firlt xps is juftly called the marke 
of the firk Beant and RemaneEmpyre,for two caufes; the one 
for that all thefe of that Empyre,are entifed vnder colour of 
the name of Chrift,to reverence that charaGer, being never- 
theleffe,as it is abufed,nearer to the name of the Antichrifti- 
anand Latin kingdome,nor to the name of Chrift, as here- 
after fhall be faid. The other caufe is,for that thefe marks of 
xfs are gathered of thefe letters yts which are the number 
of thename of that Latin kingdome and Romane Bealt,(as 
hereafter more {pecially thal be proued Therefore, juftly ac 
the marks of xe, called the marks of the firlt Roman Beaft, 
agreeing with the ficft token. Secondly , and agreable with 
the former, becanfe(by the 29.Propotitió) that beafts name 
is Aarewog, whofe numerall letters x&;, reprefentsand yeelds 
the marks of x (as more {pecially immediatly fhal be faid) 
Therefore Xpo agreeth with the fecond token, to bee called 
the mark of that Beafts nahe. Thirdly,and according to the 
third token, this mark xps is containedwnder the numerall 
letters of thar beafts name x2, and js heraby perfitly repre- 


fonted,thetwo extreme letters nefpeguncly 
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agreing in one, 
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E & the (mal difagreance of the middlemoft: to wit, beewixe 
s and to bee vpon very necefsitie; for where asS. Iohn here 
{peakes expreflic of numerall letters,hee could haue no one 
numerall letter to reprefent both pand his crowne, this way 
“pmore likeitnor§ where of the vpper parte reprefents the 
crown,the nether part the figure of p.Moreover there is yet 
preter affinitie betwixt § & p for p or rather © after this form 
in the greek, & žin this Beafts language & comon writté let- 
terinLatinis © whichis al one in figure, & fo the marks of 
xfs agrees with the third toké, Then fourthlic the mark xps 
is denifed,& takë vp by the fecod Beaft the Pope & his Cler- 
gie,to reprefent as they fay, the name of Chrift thereby, but 
rather the contrary,as followeth hereafter.Fiftly,and accor 
ding to the fift token, the Pope and his Clergie ordaines y- 
niverfallie all theirs,(whome only they cal Chriftians) to re 
verence the verie naked figureof $s and bare character 
thereof , as hauing a divine vertue init , transferring and 
diftraGing our zealous reverence from Iefus Chrift our Sa- 
viour,who is God with vs to fuch bare charaGers,& to fuch 
dead and naked wordes in an vnknowne language,as 1’‘hst 
xps+ Sorert Imm an vE Lt And therfore appoint they 
allmen to beare and were this forefaid charaGter xs with 
fuch like other bare names, in their rings,amulets ,pédaries, 
breaftplates,tablets, Principios and Agnus Deis: coat itin 
way of forceric,as in a thoufand papifticall charmsand con« 
jurations , not onely in the Clergies priuie books, but alfo 
in their publick fervice,called Exorcifmus, is to bee feene.So 
then,fecing thefe fiue tokens do agree with yp¢ it followeth 
neceffarly, that that abufed charaGer is one of the Antchri- 
ftian marks.It remaineth then to proue the like concerning 
their croffes of al kinds.And firft,the crofe is juftly called the 
mark of the firk great Romane beaft & Latin Emperours, for 

three caufes the one becaufe that the Emperour and all his 

fubje&s generally ar fomtimes marked therwith, & beares 

the fame,as fhall be faid. The other caufe, becaufe the Em- 

perour Conftantine illuded by a croffe fhadowe in the clouds 

taketh vp at the deuife & perfwafion of Sylveffer the firft,and 
fir Antichriftian Popeythe marke of the croffe,and that bes 
rather 
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rather , becaufe (as thefe fabulous hiftories report)his moe 
ther Helena was {aid to haue found Chrifts croffe,& fo juftly 
may the croffe be called the marke of the firft Beaft and Ro- 
mane Emperour. The lakt canfe , why the crofle is called the 
marke of the Romane Beaft, or Latin Emperour is,for that it 
is taken out of his name,even out of the three numerall let- 
ters thereof,as prefently you thall here. Sothen the firft to- 
ken of the Antichriftian marke,agrees with the croffle. Then 
agreeable to the fecond token:forfomuch as by the 27.pro- 
pofition Aarewos that Beafts name , at theleaft vndoubted- 
ly the numeral letters of his name are xfs, out of the which 
are gathered croffes of al kinds(as immediatly thal be faid.) 
Therefore thefe croffes , are juftly called the markes of this 
Beafts name.Then thirdly, according to the thirde token,in 
the faid numeral letters,2s,are contained croffes of diuerfe 
kindes,both in figure and in name:In fuch manner,as both 
the Greek Churches and Latine Churches, are certified there 
of: for among the Greceans the forme of x is a crofie and a- 
mong the Latins § which is X, is alfo a crofle, and thefe bee 
croffes afidewaies called S . Andrewes cro fie: Therefore the 
third and lak letter is a double letter of abbreviation, con- 
taining thefe two letters .r. wherof the laft is called a head- 
les croffe, likeft to the croffe,which they cal our Lords croffes 
And foalwaiesand of eueric letter hereof arifeth the figure 
of thecroffe.As to the names of the croffe.in latine crux, & 
in greeke oravpog it is not pofsible for them to be exprefled 
ynder fo few letters more viuely, nor they are here, for here 
hane you their chefe letters, even both their capital & their 
final:for by xand ¿haue you in LatineC.& X. making cru, 
or.CH.and x making barbarouflic Curvx , as Ihaue feene 
and hardit fo in printeand pronounced , And againe by 
the laft letter or haue ye the grek name of the crofle eraupos 
likewife exprefted, by his capitall and finall letters. Sothen 
according to the third token in x4 , which are the greeke 
number or numeral! letters ofthe Beaftes name, are con- 
tained croffes of diuerfe kindes , both by figure and by 
name evidently exprefled , to both the oriental or greeke 
Churches, & to the occidental or latine Churches, & ida 
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is more evident? Fourthlie,& agreeing to the fourth token, 
thefe crofles( I meane the abufes thereof) were deuifed by 
the fecond Bea/?, the Pope and his Clergie,as magical marks 
of forcerie,gree by gre,to withdraw that godlie meditation 
that we ought to haue of Chrifts pasion, and thatreueréce 
that wee ought to haue towardes Chrift, for fuffering death 
for our fakes,and to beftowe the whole merite, honour and 
vertuc thereof, firft, to the materiall crofle,whereon he fuf- 
fered,and then to bare figures and marks therof, and laft of 
al,to other curious fophiftical figures and marks, fuch as ai 
which they cal the croffe of lerufalem, and fuch as this crofle 
GB which is to be feen vpé diuers old Church walles.Which 
figures are fo degenerat gree by gree fró crofles to copafles, 
crooks & rammald,that altogether they hauenoreféblance 
of Chrifts pa(sid-Finally and according to the fift & laft to- 
ken: thefe croes were fo vniuerfally vfed,that(befide their 
daylie crofsings with their right hande on their fore-heads, 
which they cal aning all manner of perfones, behooued to 
beare and weare, euen vifible markes thereof, at appointed 
times on their forheads,or in their hands; (ach as to be crof= 
fed with afhes on their forheads on Afpwedne/day and to bear 
Palme croffes in their had on Palmfunday,otherwile they wer 
thought to be Heretiks,and curfed from the communion of 
Chriftians: And thefe excommunicates (as faith the Bull of 
Pope Martin the fift,Fol.134)thall not be permitted to keep 
houfe or lodging , or to make any block or bargain , or to 
occupie any traffike or trede of marchandize, or to haue a- 
ny focietie with Chriftians. Then, {eeing thefe croffes agree 
now with all thefe fiuc tokens of the Antichriftian marke,as 
a litle before xps,was prooued to do. Therefore, neceflarilie 
chefe markes of yes and croffes ofall kindes, muft bee the 
beaks vifible marks.Let no man grudg hereat nor grienouf- 
ly tak it objeting, that we haue made thefe to be the marks 
of the Antichrift, which men haue hitherto deuifed(as they 
fay) to reprefent the name of Chrift , and his pafsion. For 
certainlie thee fame thinges, which not'men, but God hath 
deuifed and appointed; how foone they are mifufed, they ar 
called by the Spirit of God, abhominations.A ppsa on 
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God the brafen Serpent to be ere&ted,as healthful, but after 

thatit was worhhipped,it was deftroied by* Ezechias as dam- 4.Rcgi8.4 
nable?

to fubuert (brif'sname,The other fort, is by ceremonies of tcrour, 
as when the Pope or hisCleargie doe cat downefierie Torches, 
and Candles from on high, at the time of their curfing,as though 
they would meane, that the fire of Gods wrath wer hikwife ready 
at their command, to bee haken out of heanen (as out of Hilde- 
brandsfleeue)againft them whom they curfe.And by thefe horrible 
figns & terrours they haue fo terified Princes, that they made thé 
to lofe their kingdoms,& due obedience of their fubiects,till they 
behoued to ftoup vnder their fect,& craue pardon and abfolutio. 
What kingdomes thereby the Pope hath cowped, and what rents 
and dignities he hath conquered,is to be feene in hiftories, 

t The Pope politikelie for his eafe,caufeth thefe newe counter- 
fer Emperors to be made by princes EleGors;that thefe Emperors 
of his own making, may not onlie augment his Ecclefiaftial rents, 


but alfe may be readie,as his flaues,to fight his battelles , and re- 
venge 
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venge all his quarrels, asis to be {cene of manic and diuerfe hiftoe 
ries , els thall the Pope depriue them , and create other Empe- 
rours in their place; And fo hath he puiflance indeede to doe, for 
that hee hath hitherto fo pinched the empire, that hee hath the 
fubftance thereof ; and they little more than the bare name, i- | 
mage,or thadow thereof:and therefore, are they called as P of 
the beaft,as being ina manner but counterfeit Emperours: Reade 
herevpon our 28, propofition. 

f The king of Romanes and apparant Emperour,chofen by the 
Princes Electors,is neuer the more Emperour,vnleffe, being {worn 
to maintaine the Papifticall feae , he be afterward inaugurate and 
crowned by the Pope:for manifeftatid of which fupremacie, Pope 
Cæleftine, crowning the Emperour Henrie with his hand,hee after- 
ward with his foote threw down the crown from his head,faying, 
he had authoritie both to make Emperours, and to defpofe them 
at his pleafure. | 

¢ That thefe vifible marks are the abufed charaGers of x Ps, & 
croffes ofall kindes,fuch as tof % HH QB & fuch other, and how 
thefe be rather deriued from the beafts name, àareiyos than from 
the name of Chrift,read the 31. propofition.
